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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for cellulosic webs made using regenerated cellulose techniques such as the 
type described on the paragraph bridging pages 4 and 5 and page 3, second paragraph, does not 
reasonably provide enablement for all type of cellulosic webs. The specification does not enable 
any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. It is clear form the 
specification and the abstract that the non-woven cellulosic sheets are regenerated cellulosic 
webs and that using other types of cellulosic fibers, such as cellulosic sheet made by wet and air 
laying process, e.g., newsprint paper, Kraft papers, etc., would not work as envisioned. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is vague and indefinite as to what is to be considered a Glass-like sheet. The 
metes and bounds of patent protection desired cannot be ascertained.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3 . Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in tiie application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

7. This appUcation currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obhgation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the appUcability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Makoto et al., 
JP 2003-041498, (supplied JPO Machine Translation Used.). 

Makoto et al. teach a spacer paper for glass, i.e. a inserting paper for glass sheet 
materials, in which paper sheets are formed using mechanical pulp made of waste paper 
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and with hot water soluble components of less that 0.7%, preferably from 0.1 to 0.7%, 
see abstract and paragraph [0032] of the Detailed Description Section. Makoto et al. 
teaches that the surface roughness can be adjusted to desired levels, see [002] of the 
Detailed Description Section, but does not explicitly teach the claimed roughness. 
However, adjusting the levels of surface roughness to desired levels through use of 
calendering and/or supercalendering operations would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, since those are conventional, very well known methods of 
smoothing the surface of a sheet, i.e., reducing surface roughness. Note that Makoto et al. 
do no use of binders in the formation of the sheet, i.e. no resin impregnation of the sheet, 
see examples.
